VICE-PRESIDENT  N.  R.  Crump’s 
reply  to  the  Victoria  Chamber  of 
Commerce  on  the  issue  of  Victoria- Van- 
couver steamship  service,  while  weighted 
with  operating  troubles  which  have  been 
increasing  with  the  times,  amounts  to  a 
flat  rejection  by  the  CPR  of  any  change 
of  present  policy.  In  spite  of  the  carriage 
of  130,000  visitors  to  Victoria  by  two 
ships  in  four  months  last  year,  direct  ser- 
vice between  the  two  ports  was  continued 
at  a loss:  the  expectation  of  a .'JO year  life 
of  usefulness  for  $8,000,000  worth  of  rela- 
tive! v new  tonnage  has  been  shaded;  and, 
says  Mr  Crump,  further  reduction  in  ser- 
vice on  the  triangle  run  may  later  result. 

•Conceding  some  adverse  operating  con- 
ditions, which  according  to  Mr.  Crump 
have  l)con  all  loss  and  no  gain,  was  this 
community  to  blame  for  inadequacy  of 
the  CPR  fleet,  or  the  fact  that  in  1948  and 
1949  when  the  Marguerite  and  Patricia 
successively  were  built  the  full  results  of 
growing  air  passenger  traffic  .could  not 
lie  foreseen?  The  test  of  any  service  is 
its  use  and  convenience  to  the  public.  On 
the  triangle  run  the  CPR  neither  built 
ahead  to  meet  changing  conditions,  nor 
made  changes  in  its  .fare  or  other  stric  - 
ture to  meet  the  competition.  As  operating 
costs  mounted  the  public  was  offered  a 
take-it  or-leave  service  on  a progressively 


restricted  basis,  particularly  in  the  off- 
season months.  Day  ships  ran  as  night 
ships  and  vice'  versa.  Routine  vessel' 
repairs  disrupted  dally  schedules.  The 
West  Coast  was  neglected.  The  Gulf 
Inlands/  Were  left  with  an  apology  for 
service. 

Is  it  altogether  to  l>e  wondered  that 
the  public  patronized  the  air  and  com- 
peting services  with  increasing  regularity? 
What  inducement  was  given  to  do  other- 
wise? In  recent  times  the  company  has 
expended  its  main  effort  in  promoting  the 
"via  Nanaimo"  hua  and  ship  route  as  an 
alternative:  and  In  that  degree  at  any 
rate  has  deprived  the  triangle  service  of 
some  of  its  erstwhile  revenue. 

There  may  lx*  no  easy  or  sudden  cure 
for  this  situation,  one  which  is  handicap- 
ping the  south  end  of  Vancouver  Island 
in  its  business  anri  other  needs.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  gave  the  company 
a worthwhile  suggestion  when  it  proposed 
that  the  Sidney  short  route  be  studied  as 
one  possible  means  of  meeting  the  needs, 
leaving  the  triangle  run  as  a leading  tour-, 
ist  attraction  in  summer.  Mr.  Crump 
brushes  that  aside  on  the  ground  of  self- 
competition;  but  if  so  how  about  the 
Nanaimo  expedient?  In  10  years  time 
the  Victoria  area  may  have  a population 
of  175.000  people  and  direct  steamship 
service  with  Vancouver  will  be  vital. 


No  Place  for  Compromise 


Response  on  the  pan  of  sons  of 

. Freedom  Doukhohors  to  the  latest 
demonstration  of  firmness  on  the  part  of 
the  provincial  government  and  the  RCMP 
follows  a familiar  pattern.  The  Sons  want 
to  strike  a bargain.  Their  children  will 
he  sent  to  school  voluntarily  four  days  a 
'tveok  if  the  government  will  allow  them 
to  he  kept  at  home  on  the  fifth  for 
"religious  instruction.0  The  ugly  record 
of  behavior  by  the  Sons  of  Freedom  in 
the  past  half-century  affords  no  reason 
to  lielieve  that  they  would  keep  faith  in 
this  deal  any  more  than  with  the  count- 
less past  promises  and  pledges  entered 
into  with  protestations  of  sincerity  and 
quickly  broken. 

Even  if  there  were  grounds  for  sup- 
posing that  the  Sons  would  keep  their 
word  this  time,  obedience  1o  the  law  is 
not  a matter  for  compromise.  The  posi- 
tion of  Ihe  authorities  is  unassailable. 
Tilt  Doughobors  have  chosen  to  remain 
In  this  count rv  and  they  must  obey  all 
its  laws.  If  any  of  the  rules  are  repug- 
nant to  their  beliefs  they  are  at  perfect 
liberty  to  en  somewhere  else.  Education 
Minister  WUUston  has  made  the  only  pos- 
sible answer  to  their  overtures  in  stating 
that  if  special  concessions  were  made  to 
any  one  group  "we  would  cease  to  have 
a public  school  system  in  B.C." 


Much  sentimental  twaddle  has  been 
uttered  and  printed  about  the  Sons  of 
Freedom  sect.  They  have  been  repre- 
sent ed  as  simple-minded,  deeply  religious 
people  with  the  courage  of  their  convic- 
tions. Whatever  the  original  Doukhohor 
settlers  may  have  l>een.  the  second  and 
third  generation  descendants  who  refuse 
to  conform  to  Canadian  ways  have  shown 
themselves  astute  and  cunning,  with 
appreciation  of  material  possessions  ami, 
in  their  supposedly  conscientious  demon- 
strations, a kivn  sense  of  timing  to  ensure 
that  they  cause  the  most  trouble.  Their 
habitual  resort  to  threats  is  scarcely  in 
keeping  with  the  doctrine*  they  profess  to 
espouse;  nor  are  their  violent  acts  of 
reprisnl  whenever  authority  is  applied. 

The  separation  of  children  from 
parents  is  a serious  step  which  no  one  in 
this  province  would  have  countenanced 
without  good  cause . But  what  w*ns  the 
alternative  when  the  Sons  of  Freedom 
had  concealed  their  children  nil  her  than 
that  they  should  be  sent  to  school?  Can 
the  government  allow:  one  group  to  thumb 
its  nose  at  the  Taw?.  If  these  people 
choose  to  set  themselves  altovo  legal 
authority  they  must  accept  the  conse- 
quences, unpleasant  as  they  may  be.

TliE  govci nment’s  attitude  toward 
the  fre%h  outbreak  of  hostilities 
between  the  Chinese  Communists 
and  Nationalists  is  superficially  sim- 
ilar to  that  -of  President  Elsenhower. 

However,  as  outlined  by  Foreign 
Minister  Pearson,  It  does-  differ  in  at 
least  one  very  important  respect. 
Pearson  said  in  a recent  radio  sp^e<  h 
that  what  is  needed  now  is  a cease- 
fire agreement  "whl.  h will  make 
possible  the  peaceful  redeployment 
of  Nationalist  Chinese  forces  from 
the  coastal  islands  which  they  now 

o«  rupy." 

American  policy  also  Is  directed 
Inward  a ceasefire  and  the  with- 
drawal of  Chiang  Kai-shek's  men 
from  ihe  Tachen  Islands,  but  its 
quite  clear  that  in  American  minds 
the  athievement  of  the  second  ob- 
jective does  not  depend  on  prior 
achievement  of  the  first  As  Wash- 
ington plans  it.  the  Nationalist  force* 
aie  to  be  withdrawn  under  thp  pro- 
tection of  the  guns  and  planes  of 
the  U-S-  Seventh  Fleet,  and  diplo- 
matic efforts  are  to  tie  made  to 
achieve  a ceasefire  in  ihe  Chinese 
Civil  War.  but  each  quite  Independ- 
ently of  the  other.

It's  impossible  to  tell  vet  wheiher 
Ottawa  or  Washington  is  putting  the 
cart  before  the  horse.  If  either  the 
Chinese  Reds  or  Nationalists  refuse 
to  agtee  to  a cease  fire  — and  both 
Chiang  and  Radio  Peking  have 
spurned  ihe  suggestion  - Pearson's 
plan  for  the  peaceful  withdrawal  of 
ihe  Nationalist  forces . hr-  mutual 
agreement  would  fail.

The  city  lay  under  a mantle  of 
snow  deposited  more  than  24  hours

The  mantle 
weighed  1.300,000  tons  and  was 
seven  feet  thick  In  places. 

Streets  were  totally  blocked  and 
all  transport  stopped.

Army  officers  at  Willows  Camp 
were  trying  to  feed  3,000  soldiers
